Is Increasing Very Slowly 


On the first day of June last, or 
perhaps a day or two latef, all of us 
in Canada had a caller; a man armed 
with a fountain pen and a long, com- | 
plicated-looking blank. He told us| 
ne Was an official of the Dominion, 
Government and asked us extrerialy | 
personal questions about our age, the 
number of our children, about our in- 
comes, our scholastic s 


inding, the 


state of our pocket-hooks, and so on 
and so forth. This man, one of 14,000 | 
Government agents, was working on} 
Canada’s eighth national census. | 


In Seven intervening months 
thousands of persons in Ottawa have 
been collecting, compiling, tabulating | 
and classifying the things we told 
the census man, piecing them into a 
Statistical picture of Canada; de- 
veloping a gigantic film of our racial, 
social, commercial and industrial life. 
When this film is completed we shall 
know many things about which we 
Know all 


are now in 
about our 


ignorance, 
population; know how 
We've grown in) wealth and educa- | 
tion; how we've chi 


nged since 1921 
and also since Confederation; have a 
better “feel” of our country. 

This week brought us the first, 
perhaps the most important, part of 
the picture. It showed that we have 
1,045 000 more people than we had 
ten years ago; that our population 
now is 11,419,896. It showed also

And this loss, this failure to hold} 
our natural growth, is not something | 
that has come in the past deeade; it | 
has been going on for 20 years.
